The amendments have been drawn after 
long stud/and have been looked over by 
a number of prominent Newporters wha 
have felt that the existing charter had 
many serious defects.

A lawyer's son 
more often wants to be a soldier or an 
artist than a lawyer, notwithstanding 
the environment, and It is so with most 
professions. The exceptions seem to 
be due to training and influence, not to 
hereditary transmission.

Tho Rr«t Attempt Wij by Anaximan- 


der About 560 B. C. 


Annilmarider, a pupil of Thales, 


about SCO D. C., sketchedjho first map. 
It was In the fprra of a disk. Democ- 
rltrjs of Abdera, about 100 years aft- 
er, with a wider range of knowledge, 
drew a new map, giving the world an 
oblong form, showing extension cast 
and west rather than north and south. 


The first application of astronomy to 


geography was mada by Pytheas of 
Marseilles a< out 326 n. C, he having 
made the first observation of latitude. 
Hlpparchus of Xlcaca, 1G2 B. C., first 
determined latitude and 
longitude.

STREET CAR TRANSFERS. 


It was in 1905, if I remember corccl- 


ly, lhat I firat drew attention to tho de- 
sirability of the two local street rail- 
ways entering into an agreement whcrc- 
hy a transfer system between them 
could be arranged. Since that time a 
numbai of commutes have been ap- 
pointed to confer with the railroad offi- 
cials, but nothing definite has been ac- 
complished. It is the general opinion 
that such a transfer system would be 
mutually beneficial, the increased num- 
ber of passengers being more than 
enough to offset the difference in the 
reduction of fares. 
The good will of the public is usually 


considered a valuable asset in other 
communities, although such an idea has 
apparently yet to enter the gray matter 
of those who direct our street c»r sys- 
tem. 
During the past year you hjvo 


been generous to the Newport & Fall 
River street Railway Company. During 
the summer season they havo practical- 
ly taken possession of Spring street. 
Franklin street, L^vin street, Bath 
road, and also a considerable portion of 
Broadway. These privileges of great 
valuehavenot resulted in arlcqusto re- 
turns to the city. Let us trust that a 
transfer system will be in operation be- 
fore further privileges are granted to 
the s treet railway company.

The attention ot the General Assem 


bly is earnestly directed to this corre-

The increas- 
ing variety, weight, wearing and do- 
structivo effects of motor vehicles of 
all classes, present a condition not con- 
templated, cither in Rhode Island or 
any other state, when the policy of im- 
proving trunk lines of highways was 
extensively adoped, not many ycart 
ago.The State Board of Public Roads, 
however constituled or 
appointed, 


should be relieved'of the duties which 
pertain to automobile registration, and 


1 should devote its attention to building 


roads in a thorough manner, and to 
their proper maintenance. It is moro 
desirablo that tho roads already incor- 
porated into the Stato system should bo 
built and maintained, than it is to keep 
adding a great number of lateral high- 
ways to be cared for out of tho public 


The Stato Board of Public Roads em- 


phasizes the importance of an appro- 
priation for maintenance purposes dur- 
ing the year 1911. The sum of $250,000 
is recommended by the board as the 
amount that will be required. 


Rondo Island to comply fully with the 
requirements of tlio national militia law, 
It will bo necessary to amend Chapter 
801 of the Public Laws in several Impor- 
tant particulars.

stalT captains; although Ihoro is provi- 
sion made for n division into two coast 
defense commands, which can well' bo 
accomplished by retaining the present 
organization, inasmuch as Forts Greblo 
nnd Getty are tho only posts available 
for instruction purposes, and can no- 
commodnto not moro than nine com 
panics at a time, 


REVISION OF CRIMINAL LAWS. 


The commission appointed under au 


thority of a resolution of a previous 
General Assembly to revise Iho Slato 8 
criminal code hm made its report, and I 
invite your thoughtful consideration of 
tho recommendations therein made. I 
would particularly call attention to tho 
functions which could be exercised by a 
board of parole, which it is not possible, 
under our present laws, for any board 
of officials to perform. 
The exorcise of 


the pardoning power by the Governor is 
limited to the few months in each year 
when the Senate is in session. At other 
times there is no authority which can 
alTord relief to a person convicted of, 
and serving n term of imprisonment for, 
a criminal offense. 
Occasions 
have 


arisen frequently during the past few 
years where this power could h&vo been 
exi rcised, in short-term cases, without 
prejudice to tho ends of justice, and to 
worthy purposes, had tlio authority ex- 
isted.
